BY-LAWS. 


I. 

Tte Annaal Meeting of the Association shall be held on 
the first Monday in March in each year. 


II. 

The Board shall elect annwally from their own number a 
President, Vice-President and Treasurer, and appoint a Director, 
a Secretary and a Cashier, and such other officers as may from 
time to time be deemed necessary, and define their duties and 
fix their compensation. 


III. 

The stated meetings of the Board of Trustees shall be held 
on the second Tuesday of each month, at 4 p. m. Special 
meetings may be called by the President, upon the written 
request of three members. 


IV. 

Five members of the Board shall constitute a quorum, and it 
fh fi Tt require five affirmative votes to approve any propositioa. 


V. 

There shall be the following Standing Committees, of not 
less than four members each, to be appointed annually by the 
President, and the Director shall be ex-officio a member of such 
Committeca as the President may designate i 

J. Finance. 4. Classification. 

2. Law. 5. Art Academy. 

3. Buildings and Grounds. 
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VI. 

Tlie Treasurer and shall fhre bond in such sums as 

the Board of Trustees shall require. The Treasurer shall be the 
custodian of the endowment funds of the Association, and pay 
the income therefrom each month to the Cashier. The Board 
shall designate the bank or banks where the funds of the 
Association shall be deposited. 

VII. 

The Cashier shall receive from the Treasurer the income 
from endowments and collect receipts from aH other sources and 
deposit the same in the name of the Association in the designated 
bank or kantr«, to be disbursed on his check. He shall pay all 
bills after they have been audited by the Finance Committee 
and approved by the Board and shall make a rxwnthly report 
to the Board of receipts and expenditures. 

VIII. 

No object shall he received into the Museum without first 
having been accepted by the Committee on Classifieation, and 
then approved by the Board; and no object shall he received on 
dqnsit conditionally, except on the approval of the Board. No 
object which shall have been received, accepted and approved, as 
provided for in this article, shall ever be loaned by the Museum 
AaodatioQ to any person or Association, or ever removed from the 
buildings ol the AsMKiatioo for temporary exhibition elsewhere. 


IX. 

These By-laws may be altered or amended at any stated 
meeting of the Board of Trustees. 
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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES.

To the Sh*rthot<Jen : 

In last year's report reference was made to two bequests 
under the will of Mary P. Ropes and the will of Eliea O. Ropes. 
The first of these was turned over to the Museum by the ezecu> 
tors, being (72 shares of Maine Central Railroad stock of a par 
value of $(7*200 but with a present market value of $33*&40, 
that being the valuation fixed in the appraisement of her estate. 
Following the conservative custom of the Museum the bequest 
will appear at its par value, though its actual value to-day is 
practically double. As no conditions are attached to this bequest 
the income is available for general administration. It is expected 
that during the current year the other bequest namely that of 
Eliza O. Ropes, the same in amount, will also be turned over. 

The Trustees have been notified that under the will of the 
late John Joseph Emery certain paintings collected by him and 
now in his former residence in New York City have been be¬ 
queathed to the Association, likewise the sum of $20CMXX) to be 
held as an endowment for the care of his collection of paintings 
and for the purchase of additions thereto, with the condition that 
no painting shall be bought for a sum less than $2,000 and that 
his collection shall be kept together. No preference is expressed 
as to the kind of paintings to be bought, this being left entirely 
to the ludgement of the Board. The manifest intention, how¬ 
ever, is to build up and care for a collection of paintings of 
unusual value artistically. This very important bequest by a 
former resident of Cincinnati will be far reaching in its influence 
upon the development of the galleries of the Museum, providing 
the means for a continuous growth. The present Emery col¬ 
lection is said to contain about fifty paintings. 

The conditions of the Emery bequest require the Association 
to raise in some manner a building fund for additional galleries. 
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as the existing building a already rery much overcrowded^ indeed 
quite incapable of caring for the collections already in possession 
6i the Association. The Emery endowment cannot be used for 
building purposes* the income only being available and that for 
the care and maintenance as well as the purchase of additional 
paintings* as already stated. In the general plan for future 
buildings adopted by the Board some time ago the extension of 
the west wing toward the north would seem most economically 
to provide the additional space required and at the same time to 
give scene relief to the congestbn of other collections. No plans 
have been drawn for this wing nor estimates of its cost made* 
but in a general way it a thought that about $100UXX) will be 
required. 

As compared with 1907 the fiscal reports for the year 1908 
show a return to normal expenditures. The opening of the 
Emma Louhe Schmidlapp building has necessarily caused a per* 
manent increase in the expense of administration. To assist 
the Trustees in meeting this Mr. J« G. Schmidlapp has again 
generously contributed $1*500 for the year* which makes the 
receipts in the Museum available for administration purposes 
somewhat in excess of the expenditures. But this balance is 
reduced to a deficit in the Academy department* due to a slight 
decline in money received from tuitions under the influence of 
general business depresiioa. The general result on administrative 
accounts is a surplus balance of $536. To thi« is added $500 
of annual members' duet remaining after an expenditure of a 
thousand doUars for the purchase of works of art* making a total 
credit balance on the year of $1*061 in a grand total of receipts 
amounting to $47*688* or slightly over two per cent This credit 
balance of $1*061 for 1908 is to be compared to a debit balance 
of excess of expenditure in 1907 amounting to $7*304. 

The annual membership continues disappointingly rmall* 
though slightly larger than in 1907. It would seem that a 
much greater number of people in Gncinnati ought be willing 
to contribute ss annual members* especially as the Board has 
continued to reserve the dues received from members for the 
purchase of objects of art 

Late in 1908 the Board lost by death one of its most devoted 
members* one of the most constant friends of the Association* a 
man always wtUmg to aid generously in personal service and in 
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subtantUl g;tfts toward promoting; our work. The cauK of art 
has lost much in the lamented death of Daniel H. Holmes. 

In submitting the accompanying reports we ask your con¬ 
sideration of the needs of the Museum and of the Art Academy, 
and would again impress upon the citieens of Cincinnati the 
▼ery great influence upon their cultural welfare exerted by 
institutions devoted to the high ideals of art.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR. 

A jtji 

January J, J909. 

The notable occurrence of the year is the bequest of the late 
John Joseph Emery, creating: a fund of two hundred thousand 
dollars as an endowment for the purchase and care of a collection 
of painting:s to bear his name, and g;hrin8: the Museum as a 
nucleus about fifty canvases which he had {fathered in his New 
York residence. Approximately esfht thousand dollars a year 
will be available for expenditure upon the Emery collection. 
With the lapse of years this will build up an important gfaUery 
of paintings. Mr. Emery's concern for the quality of the works 
to be bought is reflected in his imposing the condition that no 
canvas shall be acquired for a less sum than two thousand debars. 

In the selection of the paintings to be bought with this fund 
the Trustees will have the same careful professional advice that 
has enabled them to acquire the excellent examples of current 
American art which for some years past have been bought with 
the proceeds of the Annual Membership fund. There is no 
restriction as to the nationality of the work to be purchased, and 
the Trustees will be free to buy anything that may be dewable. 
The canvases from which selections wi0 be made under the price 
limit imposed by Mr. Emery will necessarily be among those 
whose commercial value has become fixed by a competitioa for 
their possession between collectors public and private. In this 
field as elsewhere the same opportunity exists for judsciotfs 
selection according to artistic merit purely. 

The price of a work of art often fails to indicate its artisttc 
value, and cases will arise where this limitation will prevent the 
purchase of excellent canvases whose value in terms of money is 
below Mr. Emery's limit, especially those of men rismg in the 
esteem of artists whose professional judgement may be regarded 
as a just recognition of uncommon merit and a safe forecast of 
the more popular esteem that will later be expressed in higher 
prices. These purchases can be made as heretofore out of the 
Annual Membership fund or any other resources the Museum

may poaess. The ad<htion of an unrestricted endowment for 
the purchase of works of art a much to be desired. 

When the pamttng:s now hi Mr. Emery's residence are 
received at the Museum it will be necessary to place them in a 
separate gallery. To set aside for this purpose one of the few 
galleries in the present building will seriously restrict the free 
exhibition space of the Museum as the building now is already 
quite unequal to the demands upon it. To set aside one of the 
existing galleries will mean that at least a considerable part of 
the special exhibition work will have to be abandoned. These 
exhibitions have become an important feature of practically all 
of the museums in the country; to curtail them would be a dis¬ 
tinct loss of ground. The only solution will be the extension in 
some manner of our buildings, as is mentioned also in the report 
of the Trustees. Under the general plan for buildings thought 
out at the time Mr. Schmidlapp't building was erected it is pos¬ 
sible to make extensions in a number of ways according to the 
means that may he provided by patrons of the Museum who 
may wish to contribute toward this building fund. The Director 
will gladly give to any one interested such information as may 
be desired in this connection. 

This question of buildings is so important that frequent 
reference has in previous reports been ma^ to the need of more 
galleries for practically all of the collections in the Museum. 
The matter was gone into quite fully last year and only a 
summary will be presented now in the following list of gal¬ 
leries needed.

In other departments the collections of pottery and porcelain 
and glass, those relating to ixietal work, textiles and the art 
industries generally, require from two to three times the space 
now available. The same is true of the ethnological and 
archaeological collections, which are hopelessly packed into a 
few rooms. 

This seems a long and imposing list of requirements, but it 
is literally true that the collections owned by the Museum require 
all of this space for their proper installation. 

The Director wishes to express his appreciation of the assis¬ 
tance rendered in their various departments by Mr. L. H. Meakin, 
Honorary Curator of Paintings, Mr. C. J. Bamhom, Honorary 
Curator of Sculpture, Mr. Philip Hinkle, Honorary Curator of 
American Archaeology, and Mr. James W. Bullock, Honorary 
Curator of Book Plates.

DONATIONS.

This does not include the c^lection of 
about fifty paintings bequeathed by the late John Joseph Emery, 
mentioned elsewhere, but which have not yet been delivered to 
the Museum. 

Prominent among the donors this year is again Mr. Frank 
Duveneck who gave a highly important " Landscapeby John 
H. Twachtman, an excellent three quarter length "Study of a 
Woman ” by W. M. Chase, and two canvases by himself, namely 
a "Portrait study of John W. Alexander” when he was a pupil 
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of Mr. Dtfyeoeck* znA the ** Study head of a Young; Man with 
blaek mustache and white ruff 

At the dose of the spedal exhibition of the French Impres¬ 
sionists, lent by Messrs. Durand-Ruel and Sons of New York, 
Mr. Georg;e I>urand-Ruel generously offered as a gift to the 
Museum one of a number of interesting canvases by the younger 
members of the school. The Committee chose Maxime Maufra*s 
"Cutter in the Bay of Douamenex”, an admirable representation 
of this interesting artist. 

For naany yean there has been in the Department of 
American Arctueology what is known as the CoHis Collection 
of pottery and other objects (1107) from Madisonville. This 
was about to be removed by the owner when Mr. Harry M. Levy 
generously purchased and gave it to the Museum.

Since the removal the l&ary to a wing in the Schmidlapp 
building excellent p rogress hss been made in cataloguing and 
classifying the books and photographs. The use of the library 
has continued to gain, both on the part of students from the 
Academy and other visitors to the Museum in search of xnfor- 
mation supfidenKntii^ that which the collections in the Museum 
offer. The library is essentially a reference library only, but in 
the interest of students of the Academy whose timg is almost 
wholly taken up with studio work the experimeat was made 
toward a limited circulation of books relating to the history of 
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art, and more partictilarly tho»c artirt biographic* in which many 
reproductioni of work occur. Thi* drcolation aim* to aid the 
biny student of the Art Academy in familiarizing himielf with 
those aspect* of art which it is essential he should understand. 

Th^ uses of the library are sufficient to differentiate it 
from other libraries of more general scope with which a museum 
library does not pretend to compete, its purpose being to serve a 
limited public studying art from a point of view radically differ* 
ent from that of the general public. As the use of our library 
increases, the need of thus supplementing the collections in the 
Museum becomes more and more evident. 

The efficient work of the librarian. Miss Jane Wright, in 
classifying and cataloguing the collection of books and photo¬ 
graphs with reference to the actual needs of students, and her 
personal aid freely given to those seeking material for study is 
to be commended. It is to be regretted that Miss Wright has 
concluded to resign in order to accept the tempting offer as 
librarian to the art department of Princeton University. A 
successor will be appointed early in the year. Meanwhile the 
books will be accessible to all wishing to use them. 

LOANS. 

Under this head are recorded all objects on deposit in the 
Museum subject to demand. Some have been here for twenty 
yean; others appear and disappear within the year, forming part 
of the special exhibits. The accessions and returns reflect the 
activity of the administration in placing before visitors things 
which arc thought to be interesting in various lines of artistic 
expression.

The notable feattire of this table is the fact that while the 
total attendance declined and was accompanied by Iocs in turn¬ 
stile receipts there was an actual gain of attendance on the 
twenty-five cent admission days. The explanation of this lies 
in the growing use of the Museum by school children^ students, 
annual members, holders of package tickets and others of that 
general class. In other words the attendance has gained among 
those who come for a serious purpose, and the decline is entirely 
among those who come in a casual way, partly from curiosity. 
The Museum each year is visited by strangers in town whose 
numbers are affected by frequency of railway excursions, especi¬ 
ally on Sundays. During the season of 1908 a much smaller 
number of excursionists visited Qncinnati. The rK)veIty of the 
free day in 1907 may account for the slight excess in that year. 
'We should expect gains henceforth over 1908. 

The effort to increase the use of the Museum by school 
teachers with their claswa met with an encouraging response. 
'While the Museum is not in position to create an office of docent 
who shall be ready at all times to act as guide, it has been 
arranged that the librarian or an assistant will render services of 
this nature in so far as may be practicable. An hour has been 
fixed for Saturdays when the librarian will be pleased to meet 
any teachers who may care to come to the Museum to familiariae 
themselves either with the permanent eollectioas, the special 
exhibhioos, or the materia! contained in the library. In this way 
the Museum hopes to ascertain and supply the specific wants of 
teachers from time to time. Furthermore appointments may be 
made for guidance in conducting classes through the Museum.

Tilt BuddcQ iltath of Vincent Nowottoy last lummer re- 
moved an tmtaually efficient teacher of fig;ufe drawing, one 
whose influence upon students had been of the greatest value 
for many years. The position seemed at the time extremely 
difficult to filL The Academy, however, is fortunate in the 
strength and resources of the other members of the faculty with 
Mr. Frank Duveneck as its chairman, and after a careful con¬ 
sideration of the situation a conclusion was reached to select one 
of the men whom Mr. Nowottny had trained, and to intrust to 
him under the guidance of the experienced members of the staH 
such work as might be necessary. For many years it had been 
the custom of Mr. Nowottny and Mr. Meakin to conduct these 
classes jointly, so that Mr. Meakin a entirely familiar with the 
methods pursued. The choice of Mr. Kerman Weasel for this 
position seems entirely {ustified by the results of his work since 
September.

Daniel Henry Holmes became a Trustee of the Gn- 
cmiuti Museum Association in (89Sr and continued to act until 
his death on the fifteenth of December^ 1908. He was an active 
member of the important committees on Qassification and on the 
Art Academy, the committees which consider the collections of 
the Museum on the one hand and the educational policy of the 
Academy on the other. 

By temperament, by education, by reading and by travel, 
few men are so equipped for efficient servfce in the cause of art 
as was Daniel Henry Holmes. With a cultivated and intelligent 
appreciation of the vital qualities in art he was quick to dismiss 
the commonplace and prompt to recogniee any expression of a 
vigorous and full-blooded artistic personality. 

Frank and outspoken in giving his opinion, he never forced 
that opinion upon others who might differ with him, but let it 
stand to justify itself. If further knowledge changed his own 
view he made no concealment of his altered judgement. Con¬ 
ventions and traditions in themselves were no shield against his 
keen penetration to the heart of things. He loved genuineness 
and manlines, blood and sinew, rather than polished manner in 
art; and yet he was a lover of style in the best sense.

The classes in the Academy provide for the development 
of students from the most ekxneotary to the most advanced 
work. After a year's study in a pr^taratory class the pupil 
is usually admitted to one of the life classes which are a strong 
featwe of the Academy. In these the opportunity for training 
is practically unlimited. 
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The Academy seeks from the start to help its students in 
acquirins: the two faculties most essential to artistic expression; 
first an intelligeot observation of oature^ and, second, a clear 
and exact personal record of that observation. To reco^^oise 
the elements of character wherein lies the charm, and then to 
formulate with a sufficieot degree of precision, and in one's own 
natural way, whatever in form, or color, or arrangement, goes 
to make that charm. The process of development is so personal 
that a student is in a sense always ready to put his knowledge 
to practical use whenever called upon to do so. Those who 
remain in the Academy for many years have only the advan' 
tage of a farther development under favorable criticisin. The 
soundness of this training has proven itself from year to year in 
the success of many pupils who have gone out into the world to 
practice art in its most varied applications. A foundation thus 
laid is the first need of the artist or artisan. In comparison the 
technical requirements of a particular trade are easily acquired.

BY-LAWS. 


I. 

The Annual Meeting; of the Aesociation ihaU he held on 
the ftnt Monday in March in each year. 


11 . 

The Board ahall elect annually from their own number a 
President, Vice-President and Treasurer, and appoint a Director, 
a Secretary and a Caihier, and such other officers as may from 
time to time be deemed necessary, and define their duties and 
fix their compensation. 


III. 

The stated meeting:s of the Board of Trustees shall be held 
on the second Tuesday of each month, at 4 p. m. Special 
meeting:s may be called by the President, upon the written 
request of three members. 


IV. 

Fhre members of the Board shall constitute a quorum, and h 
shall require five affirmathre votes to approve any proposition. 


V. 

There shall be the following; Standing G>mmittees, of not 
less than four members each, to be appointed annually by the 
President, and the Director shall be ex~officio a me m b er of such 
Gunmittees as the President may designate r 

f. Finance. 4. Qasufication. 

2. Law. 5. Art Academy. 

3. Buildings and Grounds. 
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VI. 

The Treasurer and Cashier shall give bond in such sums as 
the Board of Trustees shall require. The Treasurer shall be the 
custodian of the endowment funds of the AssociatioOf and pay 
the income therefrom each month to the Cashier. The Board 
shall designate the bank or banks where the funds of the 
Association shall be deposited. 

VII. 

The Cashier shall receive from the Treasurer the income 
from endowments and collect receipts from all other sources and 
deposit the same in the name of the Association in the designated 
bank or banks, to be disbursed on his check. He shall pay all 
bills after they have been audited by the Finance Committee 
and api>roved by the Board and shall make a monthly report 
to the Board of receipts and expenditures. 

VIII. 

No object shall be received into the Museum without first 
having been accepted by the Committee on Classification, and 
then approved by the Board j and no object shall be received on 
deposit conditionally, except on the approval oi the Board. No 
object which shall have been received, accepted and approved, as 
provided for in this article, shall ever be loaned by the Museum 
Association to any person or Association, or ever removed from the 
buildings of the Assodation for temporary exhibition elsewhere.

These By-laws may be altered or amended at any stated 
meeting of the Board of Trustees.

To the SfiArehoIders: 

Since tile publication of the last annual report the Museum 
hat received from the executort under the wUI of Eliea O. Ropes 
172 shares of Maine Central Railroad stock bequeathed by her 
to the Association. This is the second of the two Ropes bequests 
referred to last year. This bequest is entered at the par value 
of the stock, $17,000, though appraised in the estate at $33,540. 
The Treasurer also received from the executors $2,794 of back 
dividends. 

The Oara Hunter endowment of two hundred dollars was 
given by Dr. Frank A. Hunter who presented last year to the 
Library the important coUectioo of photographs gathered by h« 
sister the late Oara Hunter. The purpose of this endowment is 
to supply a small income annually for themrehase of additioiu 
to the collection of photographs. ^ 

In last year's report the Trustees referred to the bequest of 
the late John J. Emery to which is attached a condition that 
the Museum shall provide "that these pictures shall be kept in 
a room apart". To meet this condition the Board realised that 
some alterations in the building would be required, as *h» galleries 
now available are not nearly sufficient for the accommodation 
of the present collections of pictures. It was therefor decided that 
something must be done to increase the wall space for picture 
exhibitton. It was found that this could most economically be 
done by constructing a gallery in the recess over the open area on 
the north side of the old building, and furthermore by changfing 
the lighting of the existing galleries from side light to top light, 
thus gaining all of the wall surfaces hitherto taken up with 
windows. These alterations will materially increase the exhi- 
bftiM space for paintings and permit one of the rooms to be 
assigned to the John J. Emery collection. The Trustees wHI 
then be in position to notify the executors of his estate that the 
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Museum U prepared to comply witii the cooditions of his bequest. 
There -will then be nothing: to prevent the turning: over to the 
Museum of the fund of $200,000 and the collection of paintings. 

The plans and specifkations for the extension and the 
changes in the building were prepared by Messrs. Garber and 
Woodward, architects, and the contract was let for the work to 
be executed for the sum of $30,750. This, however, does not 
include the installation of a plant for electric lighting for the en> 
tire building which is under consideration as a separate contract. 

After considering various means of meeting this necessary 
expenditure the Board decided that since the Ropes bequests 
were unconditional they could be applied in part to this purpose, 
especially as the market value of the stock was practically double 
the par value at which it had been entered upon the books of the 
Association. The Board therefor authorised the Treasurer to 
sell one h^lf of the Maine Central Railroad stock, which will 
produce about $34/XX). It is hoped that the balance renoaining 
after paying the cost of the building alterations will be sufficient, 
together with the back interest on the Ropes stock remaining 
in the surplus account, to meet the cost of the lighting plant. 
There can be no question of the need of some method of lighting 
in order that the collections may be seen in the afternoons of 
dark winter days. The Museum can thus also be lit on special 
occasions when it may be desirable to open it in the evening. 
The question of substituting electric light for gas light in the 
Art Academy at night will also come up. 

The important gifts of recent years, the Emma Louise 
Schmidlapp Building, the Thomas J. Emery Free Day En¬ 
dowment, the Ropes Bequests, and the John J. Emery special 
Endowment, indicate a growing appreciation of the work done 
by the Museum in the mind of the liberal public, and give 
bright promise for the future. But it must be remembered 
that restricted gifts generally increase also the charges on the 
unrcstrkted funds. The lou of $1,200 annual income from 
the Ropes bequests through con ver sion of half the principal 
into building>— a conversioa made immediately necessary by 
the John J. Emery bequest,— is an illustratioQ of this. Mr. 
Schmidiapj/s generosity in continuing this year his annual gift 
of $1,500 for the maintenance of the Schmidlapp Memo^l 
Building has prevented a similar loss from that gift. The 
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Trustees confideatlf expect that similar generosity on the part 
of others will enable them without embarrassment to accept all 
desirable gifts and to incur any expense made necessary thereby. 

The fiscal statements herewith submitted are quite clear and 
seem to require no comment except an explanation of the manner 
in which the call loans have been paid oH. h) the balance sheet 
for last year these loans were $11,500. This item entirely dis¬ 
appears this year. The loans of a year ago include balances 
unpaid on the old account of building alterations and represented 
also expenditures made on spcdat accounts of which the accumu¬ 
lation been invested in securities which the Board at the time 
preferred not to sell until the bond market was more favorable. 
These sales have since been made and the entire debt taken up. 
It was found, however, that in order to clear this debt it was 
necessary to treat the ca^al of the Association as invested in 
building alterations. In thus treating capital the Board reverts 
to the original use of that fund which was actually invested in 
the old building and only afterwards restored out of income, and 
thereafter nominally regarded as a fund invested in securities in 
order to increase the income. 

The growth of the Museum in the past few years is marked 
in many ways. But each extension of Ha buildings and each 
added facility for educational work has involved new obligations 
and increasing demand upon its resources. Added galleries mean 
heavier cost of administration and growing collections require 
still more buildings while the insistent demand of the public for 
guidance in the study of the collectioos requires new expenditures 
in educational lines. Though the Museum is in a better posHion 
than ever for public service H is more than ever in need of funds 
and buildings. 

Your attention is called to the accompanying reports.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR. 

January (9<0. 

In the Museum apartment the most important event of the 
year just closed is the decision of the Trustees to enlarge the space 
available for the exhibition of pictures. This provides one new 
gallery 30 by 50 feet and also brings about important improve¬ 
ments in the old galleries. When the original Museum building 
was planned in the early eighties the importance of overhead 
lighting was not fully recognised. Accordingly we had at that 
time but one gallery properly Ih from the top. AH of the other 
rooms had conflicting side-lights which prevented pictures being 
well shown and also caused the loss of wall space occupied by 
windows. AH these windows wiH now be closed, the lighting 
wiH be entirely from the top, and all the walls wUl be available 
for exhibition purposes. Though some of the rooms are smaU 
the fact of being weU lit wiU greatly add to their usefulness. 

While the conditioos in the picture galleries are thus greatly 
improved we are stiH far short of what is needed to carry out the 
plan referred to for several years, of classifying the coUectiona into 
consistent groups according to schools and periods, so that each 
gaOery may be harmonious in its character and not contain 
works 10 unsympathetic that one interferea with the enjoyment 
of the other, aa is necessarily the case under conditioos so crowded 
as they have been hitherto. 

On the main floor the new extension will provide a gaHery 
of equal tiae with the i^ure gallery above it, and to this extent 
the space available for industrial art coUections wiH be enlarged. 
Tbe removal of the coHection of ceramics to this gallery is under 
consideration, but is not definitely decided. The metal work and 
textila are likewise so badly congested that it is difficult to decide 
which one most needs expansion. The coUectiona of metal work 
have been greatly improved through the important loans of the 
Hon. John S. Conner, whose coHection of silver now occupies 
five cases and is expected to require more. This is unusually 
rich in ecclesiastical and ceremonial silver and the Museum is 
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extremely fortunate in securing; it. The development of the 
collection of musical instruments is checked for want of further 
space, as extensive additions to it are promised the moment they 
can be accommodated. An important loan of a permanent nature 
has been made to the section of arms and armor. This consists 
of the collection of the late A. W. Blair placed in the Museum 
by his father. It embraces practically all of the models of the 
guns of the United States Army from Revolutionary times down 
to the present. Preparations are being made to install the col¬ 
lection as well as can’be done in the present room. On the lower 
floor some additional space may be gained for the section of 
American Archaeology, especially for a proposed room relating to 
Hamilton County in which material the Museum is especially rich.

This secures for the Museum a characteristic example of this virile 
Spanish painter. Messrs. Scott and Fowles gave an interesting 
canvas, The Thames", by the Dutch painter, Cossaar. Mr. 
Frank Duveneck gave a broose bust by C J. Bamhom, 

The brother and sisters of the late William Martin Aiken, 
architect, gave to the library of the Museum his professional 
litwary of J80 volumes and a large number of photographs and 
prints. Mr. Aiken when a resident of Qncinnati had conducted 
classes^ in the Art Academy and had in many ways shown a 
lively interest in the Museum, and it was as a recognition and 
expression of his affection for the Museum Association that 
his relatives made this handsome gift.

The number of current periodkals is thirty. 

The work of the Library under the direction of Miss Eliza¬ 
beth Kellogg has expanded so greatly in an educational direction 
that I have asked her to prepare an independent report which 
will be found among the special reports. We have contintied to 
aid not only the students but other visitors to find in the Museum 
and the library the material for which they are in search. Either 
the Librarian or her assistant has frequently guided classes 
through the Museum, helping them toward a more definite use 
of the collections. While work along these lines has been con¬ 
tinued with even greater activity than before an entirely new 
line has been taken up. A class in the history of art is conducted 
by the Librarian for the pupils of the Art Academy who are 
taking the teachers' course to which reference a made later in 
thb report. The importance educationally of a more symtematic 
visiting of the Museum on the part of public school children has 
led to an arrangement between the Museum and the Superin- 
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tendent of the Public Schools under which a body of teachers will 
next year be or^anxaed into a class for a series of lectures at the 
Museum on art in its relation to history^ and in the use of the 
Museum collections for demonstration. The aim of this course, 
like that in art history for pupils of the Art Academy, is to 
develop an appreciation of the characteristk qualities of the art of 
different times and periods, and in that way to lay the foundation 
for a discriminating taste and a knowledge of art as a means of 
expression of the ideals of civilisation in the forms which are 
peculiar to art rather than to literature. It is to lead the student 
to the work of art from the point of view of the artist and 
connoisseur rather than that of the student of general history.

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ART ACADEMY. 

There has been no chan^ in the teachers of the Art Acad¬ 
emy With the exception that Miss Grace Young: has been added^ 
partly to relieve the pressure on the drawing: class intermediate 
between the primary and life classes, and more particularly 
because of her unusual ability as a colorist both in water colors 
and in oils. Her classes in the latter respect have devoted most 
of their time to the painting of still life, though with occasional 
use of the costume model. 

The preparation of pupils of the Art Academy as teachers 
of art in the public schools has long been under consideration. 
It was never thought advisable to establish what is ordinarily 
known as a normal school department because the distinct pur¬ 
pose of the Art Academy has always been to train students for 
artistic expression either in painting, modeling or applied iesigti. 
The tuition fees have been merely nominal and together with 
the income from endowment barely sufficient to maintain the 
school as an art school proper. Tuition fees large enough to 
support a normal department could not be secured, and further¬ 
more the expediency of such a department has been in question. 
Wc have always contended that a teacher of drawing should 
primarily be a good draughtsman and that all things being 
equal a student thoroughly trained in our school ought be 
competent to teach. Yet, one must admit that some special 
preparation for teaching ought be added to this in order to 
familsarixe the applicant with the conditions to be contended 
with in public school work and with the methods that seem 
to be applicable there. All of this, however, we contend should 
be regarded as merely something added to what the school has 
all along been doing. After conferences with the College of 
Teachers of the University of Gncinnati and with the Super¬ 
intendent of the Public Schools a plan was evolved which seems 
to meet the conditions on both sides. It enables the students 
in the Academy without real interruption of their development 
as artists to fit themselves for teaching under the conditions 
existing in the public schools, and in that way it promiiea to 
make it possible for schools to attract as teachers a better 
trained clats of students. Part of the programme in the s>repar- 
ation for teaching is the conducting of a course in the history 
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of zrt referred to previously in tliis report and also to tlie report 
of the Ltbrartan who has had it in charg:e.

The Director would call attention to the valuable assistance 
rendered in their various departments by Mr. L. H. Meakin, 
Honorary Curator of Paintings, Mr. C. J. Bamhom, Honorary 
Curator of Sculpture, Philip Hinkle, Honorary Curator of 
American Archaeology, Mr. F. W. Hinkle, Honorary Curator of 
Arms and Armor, and Mr. James W, Bullock, Honorary Curator 
of Book Plates. 

In conclusion the Director wishes to commend the various 
members of his staff both in the Museum and the Academy for 
their genuine devotion to the advancement of art in Cincinnati 
through an unselfish service that does not stop to question even 
the most unusual demands upon their time and energy. TF^hhout 
this the resources of the institution would be far leas adequate 
than they are.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 

The course in history of art conducted during the winter 
for the Training Gass for Teachers and Superrison of Art has 
brought to the Museum one afternoon each week a class of 
fourteen. The work provided is essentially a study course,— 
the text book used is Reinach’s Apollo, an hour being given 
to recitation, the class usually remaining for an hour longer 
to study and discuss photographs which elaborate the lesson. 
Supplementary lectures have been given by Mr. Gest and Mr. 
Meakin and a paper by Mrs. Robertson. The class has also 
enfoyed the privilege of visiting Mr. Taft's collection of Old 
Masters and of seeing an excellent example of Gothic architect 
ture in St. Mary's Cathedral, Covington, for whkh the important 
series of mural paintings by Mr. Duveneck were recently made. 
The Museum collections have, of course, been freely used in 
illustrating the subject, the students gaining a familiarity which 
will serve them in their teaching later on. 

Throughout the year special collections of photographs have 
been arranged following one another, on the walls of the little 
gallery which is used as a class room, to serve as extra illustration. 
An effort has been made to benefit other teachers and students 
by giving notice of these. The response has been highly encour¬ 
aging, and a very considerable part of the increased attendance 
in the Library, 2522 as against 1699 last year, is directly attribu¬ 
table to this cause. 

The question of education on a large scale,— that is of 
bringing the general public into intelligent and agreeable ac¬ 
quaintance with objects of art is a matter which is occupying 
the attention of every Museum at the present time. It is being 
variously dealt with. There is, of course, no difficulty in an¬ 
swering the needs of an individual or of a small group who come 
with a definite question or a common want. It is a pleasant and 
profitable task, for example, to talk over the Greek sculptures 
with a group of children who know their mythology. But it is 
doubtful whether the needs of large visiting classes of school 
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children can ever be adequately met by instruction inside a 
museum. Certainly to attempt locally the systematic instruction 
of g^reat numbers would be an impossible tax on a small and busy 
staff, hi spite of the hearty cooperation of the Director, of Mr. 
Meakin and especially of Mrs. Fishbum there are times when 
the request for guidance must be reluctantly refused. Volunteer 
service of the right sort would be a great boon and would hardly 
run the risk of becoming stereotyped,— a real danger to any 
employing the function too frequently. By far the best results, 
however, are to be gained by the school teacher who possesses 
sufficient knowledge to use the collections. She can reinforce 
her own work by drawing on an inexhaustable fund for illus¬ 
tration, and by reason of her knowledge of the child's degree of 
preparation she need waste nothing. If she possess, in addition, 
a love of beauty, either native or acquired, the conditions for 
success could hardly be improved upon. 

The Museum, then, is putting its main strength along this 
line into its work for teachers. Beside the history of art class, Mr. 
Meakin has given a number talks on painting in connection 
with the half-tone reproductions widely distributed among the 
public schools and Mr. Bamhora has lectured on sculpture. A 
further effort is being made in the preparation of a course for 
teachers of history which will be given next year. This is 
planned primarily for the Sixth Grade teachers in the public 
schools, after consultation with Dr. Dyer and with his co-opera¬ 
tion. It will consist in amplifying the course in general history 
as it is at present taught, by an account of the coincident history 
of art illustrated with the stereoptscon and by some discussion 
of the priociplca of art. 

Further information about the library has already been 
given in the Report of the Director. The accession of the Aiken 
Architectural library which includes a wealth of rare and beau¬ 
tiful plates greatly enriches this department and Dr. Hunter's gift 
of a fund through which to add to the Hunter Collection of 
photographs it an encouraging evidence that the value of an 
endowment for l&rary purpoacs is beginning to be felt. 

With the growth of the direct educational work the need of 
an adequate income devoted entirely to the purchase of books 
and photographs is more urgent. And while the necessity of 
providing reference books for the students of art history is acute 
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aoi the unall sectioo whkh circtilata amoog’ the students o£ the 
Academy is pressing for enlargement the future of the Library 
as a coUeetion of important works must be constantly kept in 
mind. Publications of great moment in the world of art are 
constantly being produced, the illustrations in which are final in 
the authority with which they are selected and the perfection 
with which they are made. Such books are a museum in them¬ 
selves and, once out of print easily pass out of reach.

After a year's study in a preparatory class the pupil 
is usually admitted to one of the life classes which are a strong 
feature of the Academy. In these the opportunity for training 
is practically unlimited. 
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The Academy seeks from the start to help its students tn 
acqumnsf the two faculties most essential to artistic expression; 
first an mtelligent observation of nature^ and, second, a clear 
and exact personal record of that observation. To recog^nise 
the elements of character wherein lies the charm, and then to 
formulate with a sufficient degree of precision, and in one^s own 
natural way, whatever in form, or color, or arrangement, goes 
to make that charm* The process of development is so personal 
that a student is in a sense always ready to put his kisowledge 
to practical use whenever called upon to do so. Those who 
remain in the Academy for many years have only the advan* 
tage of a farther development under favorable criticisnu The 
soundness of this training has proven itself from year to year in 
the success of many pupils who have gone out into the world to 
practice art in its most varied applications. A foundation thus 
laid is the first need of the artist or artisan. In comparison the 
technical requirements of a particular trade are easily acquired.
